And What Have You

We have had several people 
talk to us about the need for a sum­ 
mer program for the youth of Hamlin 
since our column last week. But 
while we know there is agreat need 
for such a program we doubt if we 
are much closer to doing something 
about it than we were three years ago 
when we first mentioned such a pro­ 
gram in this column. 
It seems to be another one of 
those situations where everyone is 
in favor but no one seems to know 
where to start. 
To ever have anything we must 
either get some existing organiza­ 
tion interested or form a new orga­ 
nization. We would much prefer to 
go through an existing organization 
if possible but would welcome a new 
organization if it meant the differ­ 
ence between a good porgr am or none 
at all. 
We know that the following sug­ 
gestion will upset a few people be­ 
cause anyone who has worked over 
the years building up an organization 
will just about fight you before they 
will stand by and see someone else 
tamper with their efforts. 
But we believe that a good start 
this year toward a better program 
would be to unite all summer base­ 
ball programs under one organiza­ 
tion. We have a well financed and 
well organized Little League pro­ 
gram and then when the boys out grow 
this we are lucky if we even have a 
program for them. 
If it were not for a few dedi­ 
cated managers this is where our 
whole program would end. In fact, 
if something isn't done pretty soon 
this program may end in spite of this 
dedicated effort of a few because of 
the lack of money. 
The concessions and donations 
at these games just about pay for the 
lights but then there is the bill for 
getting the lights ready for the sea­ 
son which was about $100 and then 
there is the equipment bill. 
We do not want to do anything 
that will hurt the Little League but 
believe t hat they have just about 
caught up to the point that they could 
expand upward. We can see no real 
need to start a whole new organiza­ 
tion just to take care of senior league 
baseball— 
Over the long run this is not 
the real answer to a summer pro­ 
gram because it is not broad enough 
but it would help some now. 
It is not broad enough because 
the Little League program, with all 
of its money raising efforts, just 
does not cover enough kids for a long 
enough period. 
A program that is over by the 
first of July can not really be called 
a summer program and one that does 
not include something for girls can 
not offer just a whole lot in the way 
of a general program. We badly need 
m o r e than t hi s and if the Little 
League must suffer a little to have 
more then we would favor it suffering 
just a little. 
Last week we suggested that 
this summer recreational program 
would be a good program fo r the 
Lions Club to undertake—well to my 
surprise they did not rush down to 
get something started so we thought 
we would toss out the name of an­ 
other organization that might be in­ 
terested. 
This woul d be the Booster 
Club. At the present time they are 
spending more than they are taking 
in on a scholarship program and al­ 
though we value this very highly we 
feel if all else fails it would be better 
to have a program that benefits all 
of the kids in town over one that just 
helps one a year. We want both but 
want a summer program the most. 
We suspect that a good sum­ 
mer program would do more to help 
the Pied Piper athletic program than 
any other one thing that the Booster 
Club could do. 
As you can probably tell by now 
we do not really care who sponsors 
such a program we just want to see 
one started one way or another.

Suspected Polio (ase In Area 
Points Up Need for Immunization 


A suspected case of polio 
from Stamford now under ob­ 
servation at 
Hendrick Me­ 
morial 
Hospital has caused 
local residents’ attention to 
be focused on updating the 
polio immunization. 
Dr. E. D. Perrin, 
public 
health officer, said Tuesday 
that he had received many 
calls 
concerning polio im­ 
munization, 
He recommends the follow­ 
ing procedure: 
Infants less 
than one year should get two 
polio 
immunizations 
two 
m onths 
apart, 
then 
both 
should be repeated a year 
later. For older 
youth and 
adults he says 
a booster 
should be taken every 2 l/j to 
4 years. If there should he an 
outbreak, however he recom­ 
mends a booster in two years. 
Hamlin has had mass polio 
immunization programs since 
the discovery 
of the Salk 
Oral vaccine. The last pub­ 


lic immunization 
sponsbred 
by the Hamlin Parent-Teach- 
erg Association was Mar. 3, 
1968. 
A 
State Health D epart­ 
m ent official 
said Monday 
that Texas is experiencing an 
outbreak of polio. 
Dr. M. W. Dickerson, chief 
of the communicable disease 
service 
of the departm ent, 
said three cases of Type I 
polio had been confirmed out 
of l l cases currently under 
observation. 
There has been one death, 
the official added. 
The ten other cases under 
observation are in the cities 
of 
Ed i n bu rg, 
B rownsville, 
Kingsville and Mathis. 
Dr. Perrin strongly urges 
that parents see that their 
children are immunized. There 
is no threat of the disease if 
parents huve seen to it that 
their families have had boost­ 
ers.
